Library 
Building 
To Begin 

Construction 
Starts in Fall 



Tentative construction plans for 
the addition to the rear of the 
*E. Lee Trinkle Library were re- 
leased fiis week by Mr. Edgar 
Woodward, Bursar. 

Actual work will not begin until 
late summer or early fall of this 
year. The five-story addition is 
still in the blueprint stage of 
planning. The convile'ion of the 
building is expected by Septem- 
ber of 19S2. 

The plans allow for several new 
reading and periodical rooms, 
more stack area, new offices for 
the library staff, and a general 
expansion of study area. Some 
aspects of the present space will 
be revised including the removal 
of the card catalogs to a new 
location to allow for display win- 
dows on the ground floor. 

Mr. Woodward stated that there 
is a possibility that the present 
lighting will be revised and that 
certain sections of the library will 
be air-conditioned. 

This new addition will enlarge 
the presen* 140.000 book capacity 
to one which will make possible 
i the housing of approximately 250,- 
000 volumes. This will make the 
i E. Lee Trinkle Library one of 
the largest in the state of Virginia 
for an undergraduate, liberal arts 
college, according to Mr. Wood- 
ward. 

The new addition is made pos- 
sible by a $430,000.00 grant from 
the state legislature. Plans for 
the cons' ruction were begun early 
last year.

The University Center in Vir- 
ginia attempts to co-ordinate the 
efforts of several independent Vir- 



ginia colleges and universities. 
Among the many p'lases of the 
Center's work Ls the Research 
Council, composed of one repre- 
sentative from each co-operating 
institution. Research foundations 
and private individuals have pro- 
vided the University Center with 
a modest income, from which 
grants are made. Grants from the 
University Center in Virginia are 
matched by the institution in 
which the " individual professor 
teaches. 

The Research Council program 
is designed to encourage profes- 
sors of co-operating institutions to 
complete or undertake research 
projects. Research grants fre- 
quently pay for the typing and 
final preparation of an article or 
longer manuscript.

Most people know 
fear, but the test is to know it and live 
in spite of it. 

Has the only thing that we have learn- 
ed from some twenty years of living is to 
be frightened? Have we not discovered 
faith and the courage to struggle for the 
things we want? Is our heritage to spend 
the rest of our lives being frightened? Is 
life so terrible that we must take refuge 
in fear and not face the world. 

Our generation was not taught to lie 
frightened ; we learned it ourselves. 
Youth is not the time of fear. It is the 
time of bravery, rebellion, and dreams. 
When it is asked "What is the matter 
with our country?," shall the answer be 
"The people are frightened?"

The plan for pre-registration of rising 
seniors who expect to student-teach, put 
into effect this semester, is a major step 
forward toward a solution of the problem 
of fall registration. 

This, however, is only the beginning, 
the first move. 

We've noticed great improvement in 
the recently announced exam calendar for 
the 1961 - 1962 session and in the new 
activities period in the afternoon. An 
excellent beginning but it is still only a 
beginning. 

The success of pre-registration for 
student teachers should lead to a broader 
program, including all sophomores and 
upperclassmen. 

Ry listing possible course offerings in 
the spring and tentative hours in which 
they will be taught, the college will elimi- 
nate the frustrating and time consuming 
melee of fall registration. 

A particular advantage of a plan like 
this would be a better idea of which 
courses are desired by most students, 
thereby allowing more appropriate class 
schedule in the fall. 

The complaint has often been voiced, 
particularly by upperclassmen, that ad- 
vanced courses in their major fields are 



frequently scheduled simultaneously. In 
cases like this, particularly when the 
courses concerned are taught only in al- 
ternating years, students are often forced 
to forfeit important courses. 

This problem, along with another, the 
lack of variety in advanced courses, 
could possibly be lessened by pre-regis- 
tration loir all upperclassmen. 

In addition to allowing a more favor- 
able selection of classes for students, 
this would cut down on the scheduling 
problems for faculty members. 

With a good idea of what courses are 
must desired, the faculty would have 
more accurate knowledge of the number 
of sections needed in each area. Know- 
ing this in advance, they would be able 
to plan accordingly over the summer 
months and not be forced to make drastic 
course- revisions in the fall. This plan 
would also lessen the chances of an in- 
structor teaching a class of four of five 
in one course and forty or fifty in an- 
other. 

Mary Washington has advanced con- 
siderably toward the solution of schedul- 
ing problems this year but this progress 
is still only the first step in achieving a 
more helpful arrangement both for stu- 
dents and for the faculty.

Miss Margaret Hargrove, Dean 
of Students, will spend two 
months abroad this summer en 
an Africa study tour. 

The tour will begin in the mid- 
dle of June and will be complet- 
ed by the middle of August. Under 
the auspices of the Congregation 
Christian Churches, the tour will 
include visits to eleven different 
countries including Uganda, Tan- 
ganyika. Mozambique, Kenya, 
South Rhodesia, Ghana, Liberia, 
and Senegal. The Congo is also 
scheduled, if conditions at that 
time permit entrance. The study 
group will travel by air. and the 
State Department, has cleared 
all stops. They will spend a maxi- 
mum of four days to a week in 
each country. 

Miss Hargrove will attend brief- 
ings in New York before flying 
direct to London for more brief- 
ings by the Bureau of African af- 
fairs. Upon arriving in Africa, 
Miss Hargrove will have the op- 
portunity of talking with govern- 
ment leaders and educators in 
prescheduled interviews. In ad- 
dition, visits to mission stations, 
universities, and museums are 
planned.

Miss Hargrove, in stating the 
purpose of the tour, said that s:ie 
did not expect to become an ex- 
pert on African affairs but wishes 
to "go and see" so that she may 
gain a "better understanding of 
the important forces shaping that 
continent." In addition, she feels 
that perhaps those taking part in 
the tour will be able to present to 
Africans the American point of 
view. 

Approximately twenty people 
representing all parts of the 
United States will make the tour 
Each tourist has received mat 
erial to be studied in preparation 
for the trip.
